LETTER FROM GREENUPSBURG. 

[Correspondence of the Louisville Courier.] 
Alfred Alien at Greenupthnrq—H. M. Rust At- 
tends to Him. 

GRRSNcreBuno, June 25th, 1859. 
Editors Louisville Courier : Mr. Alfred Allen, 
the Opposition candidate for Lieutenant Governor, 
was here to-dav for the pupose Of filling his ap- 
pointment at this place. 

There were but few persons in Attendance, and 
they were principally from the town, and members 
of the K N. party. 

Hon. H. M. Rust had agreed to reply to him, 
provided he would divide time, but this he refused 
to do, and Mr. Rust determined to reply to him 
anyhow. 

Mr. Allen did not apeak exceeding twenty-five 
or thirty minutes, when his voice failed him and 
he had to discontinue his remarks, stating that he 
was unable to speak any more. As he left tbe 
stand, Mr. Rust arose and said that he was here 
for the purpose of replying to Mr. Allen, and of 
defending tbe principles aod policy of his party 
against the assaults of its enemies. He said he 
deeply regretted that this discussion oould not go 
on, but as the gentleman had avowed his inability 
to speak longer, and was unable to reply, he 
should not address the audience— he could never 
consent to wage war on one who had no means of 
defense. 

Mr. Rust is a genuine specimen of the true Old 
Virginia gentleman; and though Mr. Allen, in the 
few remarks he made, laid himself open to be se- 
verely assaulted by him, yet be scorned to strike 
a defenseless foe. 

Allen made no impression here at all, and wholly 
failed to excite the least enthusiasm among the 
miserable odds and ends that compose hia party. 
But, be says they have no party — that it is a gen 
eral spontaneous uprising of the good citizens 
throughout the State, to remove from power and 
place the false and corrupt Democracy. 

Such was the cry in 1854 aid '55, when Know 
Notbingism sprung into existence, but our people 
will not be seduced from the pal'i o‘ duty by such 
silly nonsense. 

Judge Moore, our candidate for Congress, will 
out run bis party in this connty, and from re- 
liable information from the coun:ies above, and 
back of here, be will get the !a;gest Democratic 
vote ever polled. With but few exceptions, the 
old Whigs, who have, heretofore, acted with us, 
will vote for Magoffin and Boyd, ®d the whole 
State ticket, whilst hundreds of £ N. ’s will vote 
with the Democrats, because ther say they have 
been betrayed, and are now about being transfer- 
red over to the Republipaos of tb« North, which 
they will not stand.

England in the Var. 

Au»tria, beaten at Montebello, at Palestro and 
Magenta, driven back in ignomiiious haste from 
tbe country which she bad invacbd, and hurried in 
headlong flight from the capitalof her greatest 
Italian province, haB lost more tian three battles, 
more than her military prestige more than her 
Lombard crown. 

If we are to put any faith in tie great organ of 
British opinion, she has lost herfrienda in losing 
her fortuue and her fame. The ep\rit of the an 
c-ient Roman, who haughtily declared that while 
the gods took sides with the victorious, Cato lean- 
ed to the vanquished, has plainly not descended 
upou the modern Romans of the Thames. The 
London times ol the 13th of June, in an article 
welcoming Lord Palmerston and the Liberals to 
the seats of power, uses the following language, 
elaborate, certainly, and honeyed o' phrase, but 
not, therefore, tbe leas explicit in meaning. 

“ Tbe failure of Austrian arms has rendered it 
impossible for England or Europe to consider 
tbe two antagonistic powers as being on that 
equality which was assumed before toe war. Then 
two powerful and haughty Etnpercrs, each with 
his half million of men, were engaged in a dispute 
which they carried on with sullen cignity on each 
side. The British Government presumed them 
to be equally strong and highly placed and sus- 
ceptible of their honor, and so was able to ask 
each to make concessions for the purpose of pro- 
pitiating the other. It was incumbent on them 
to suppose that the Austrian rule in Italy could 
be upheld against a foreign invader, ana, as the 
Italian Sovereigns were reigning peacabbly in 
their palaces, it was impossible to treat them but 
as the legitimate Sovereigns of their Slates. Bat it 
is evident that these presumptions, according to 
which Lord Derby’s Ministry shaped its demands 
and its recommendations, must now be abandoned. 

\\ e are not about to foretell tbe immediate expul- 
sion of the Austrians from Italy; a great power, pot 
on its mettle, and with an immense army and 
strong fortresses, may give many months’ trouble 
to any adversary. But the Austrians have cer- 
tainly shown themselves no match for their adver- 
saries in fair fighting. YV e cannot doubt, then, that 
Lord Palmerston aud Lord John Russell will 
avow their sympathy with Italian freedom and a 
successful campaign. The only means of procur- 
ing a voice in tbe settlement of the Peninsula is 
to bave been previously an ally with those who 
hold the country in their bands. Austria will, 
perhaps, iB a few months be no more an Italian 
Power than Prussia, and our interests in those 
regions, will bring us in connection with her more 
toituuate rivals. The same instincts, too, which 
made us opposed to France when she appeared to 
be seeking war may make us opposed to Austria 
when she appears to be persisting in it. It is for 
the advantage of tbe world that the last great trial 
to which nations resort should, like other trials, 
be as short as possible. The British Government 
may tbiDk that the tetreat of General Gyulai from 
the banks of tbe Sesia, the repulse at Montebello, 
aud the decided defeats at Palestro and Magenta, 
are sufficient indications that the Austrians are 
interior to their antagonists, and that they ought 
to acquiesce in the decision of fortune, and give the 
world peace by retiring from Italy. If, indeed, it 
be mace evident that they must some day leave 
the country, the sooner they can be made to leave 
it the better.” 

Rendered into plainer English, these emphatic 
sentences may be regarded as a gracious adver- 
tisement to Austria, und to the little German 
States which have been so eager in her defence, 
that the time has come for her to learn that tbe 
England of 1859 is no longer theEogland of 1815; 
that the policy of Pitt aud Castlereach must be 
understood to be forever buried in the grave 
which has just closed over the remains of Met- 
ternicb; and that the same commercial Britain 
which was ready- to risk her alliance with France 
in tbe hope of keeping the peace of Europe un- 
broken, is doubly ready now to join in trampling 
beaten Austria under foot for tbe sake of res- 
toring that broken peace once more to the agita- 
ted world . — Jf. F. Times.

Hohicidr. — Mr. Joseph Collins made an attack 
upon Mr. Benj. Sneed, on Main street, in this 
place, on Tuesday evening last, and so severely 
injured him as to cause his death, at about 2 
o’clock A. M , on Wednesday morning. Thev 
were both citizens of Richmond. Mr. Sneed, 
whose life was brought to an untimely endbv this 
distressing occurrence, was a journeyman cabinet 
workman, of good character, and possessing many 
generous and am-able qualities. He volunteered 
and served his country faithfully, as a soldeir in 
the late war with Mexico. He died in the 84th 
year of his age, leaving a sick wife on the eve of 
confinement, and with two little children around 
her, in destitute circumstances.

[Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Commercial.] 

TBS SE1/L8R OF THS *5,000,000 ( ONDl’CTA. 

Th# Washington correspondent of the Courier 
and Enquirer, referring to the five million dollars 
seized by Gen. Robles, at Mexico, says this intel- 
ligence has been anticipated here for more than 
a week. It is altogether a political movement, 
designed to break down the Government of 
Juarez. Tbe money will not be appropriated by 
Rivas, but will be diverted from Vera Cruz, and 
shipped at Turhan, about sixty miles south-west 
of Tampico, in order to prevent Juarez from levy- 
ing upon it an export duty of six per cent., as it 
was his intention to do. 

The plan ia believed to have been arranged and 
carried out with (he full aanction of tbe British 
and French Ministers, who are supposed to have 
ordered vessels of war to meet the Conducts at 
Terhan or M acorn bo and protect tbe shipment of 
the specie. 

Private letters by a former arrival furnish a 
report which, if true, shows the immediate prob- 
ability of foreign intervention in Mexican affairs. 
Viduarri, the so-called Governor at Tamaulipas, 
is alleged to have demanded authority from Ju- 
arex to call 3,000 American volnnteers. With 
much reluctance nnd after long hesitation Juarez 
has given the required authority. 

These volunteers, if received, will be fillibus- 
ters in all but the name. Whatever they conquer 
from the rich party they will keep. Sonor Leor- 
dio, Minister of Prance under Juarez, was ex- 
pected in tbe Tennessee, which has just arrived 
wiih the Territorial treaty. It is not yet known 
whether he came in her. It is now understood 
tnat there are to be three batches, of which the 
first and most importaut will provide for correct- 
ing tbe hue of the northern boundary, by which 
correction it is expected that a strip of land will 
be ceded to the United States and importaut wa- 
ter privileges upon the Gulf of California. 

OBN. KLAPRA’s PROCL AHATlON TO THE HUNGARIAN 
SOLDIERS IN THE AUSTRIAN ARMY. 

The following is the material portion of General 
Klapka s proclamation to the Hungarian soldiers 
in the Austrian ranks. 

“l he hour of veDgeance has struck— alreadv 
the storm gathers over the fraudulent House o'f 
Austria. Its friends abandon it. The Czar of 
Russia himself, noty arms in a very different 
sense from ten years ago, and will break its 
pride. Already the Italians, your brethren in 
misfortune, brandish arms to conquer indepen- 
dence, and you Magyar warriors, how should you 
remain in the enemy’s ranks? How could you 
fight against those who have risen to sh^ke oft tbe 
yoke ot servitude ? Ob, it canxot be that you are 
mercenaries of tbe oppressors ! Hasten hither ! 
0! warriors, hither 1 Where the holy cause of 
your country summons you ! You caunot have 
forgotten how many times the Austrians were put 
put to fight by your bayonets. You cannot 
have forgotton the glorious day of Jassv, 
Pesth, Peatoluak, Nazy and Sarlo, nor will 
vou have forgotten that Hungary has leen 
free and great. Behold, tbe time has arrived to 
re-acquire that which has been lest, and to re- 
venge tbe sanguinary banquets of Pesth and 
Arud, which roused throughout the world a cry 
of honor. Now we are no longer alone and 
abandoned. The heroic King of Piedmout stands 
at the head of the Italian urtnv, and by bis side 
is the powerful Emperor of the French. The flags 
of the two nations combine. France and Italy — 
that is the signal of attack. They already reckon 
upon us. They expect us now. "How should we 
be the last to take part in the war upon which our 
liberation depends? Unite ourselves courageous- 
ly and with confidence to the French and Italian 
armies, for none but the rile can doubt of a suc- 
cessful result; none but a traitor fight under the 
banner of Austria. 

Hasten, then, to the Hungarian standard, which 
we have raised for you! At the same time war 
will also brtak out in HuDgarv. The Emperor 
of the French and the King ot Piedmont have 
recognized the holiness of our cause. We pos- 
sess their sympathy. The Italian soldiers will 
join us, and bo ao you join yourselves to them. — 
Let us form iij Italy a Hungarian army, with 
which, after fighting on alien ground, we may re 
turn to our own country to take part also in tbe 
war of independence, and save the honor of the 
Magyar nation. 

Three hundred Hungarians are said to have re- 
turned from the United States to England, who 
will follow Kossuth to Italy. 

RUSSIA AND PRUSSIA. 

A letter from St. Petersburg says if Prussia al- 
lows herself to be goaded into menancing steps, 
Russia will concentrate corps of troops on the 
Prussian frontiers and in Gallicia, and detach- 
ments of tbe Russian fleet will be sent to the 
Prussian ports in tbe Baltic. 

RAVENNA DECLARED FOR THE ITALIAN CAUSE. 

Advices from Turin, dated June 17th, says : 
The official bulletin, published to day, announces 
from Tuscany, thut Prince Napoleon has com- 
menced the movement of his troops. Ten thou- 
sand Tuscan troops, with eight hundred horses, 
aie ready to depart with him. Ravenna has pro- 
nounced for the national cause, and a mani'esto 
had been published, declaring the adhesion of that 
town to a central government established at Bo- 
logna, which is placed under the dictatorship of 
the King of Sardinia. Tbe manifesto also ex - 
pres>esibe unanimous wish to be enabled some 
day to form part of a monarchy worthy of the 
gratitude of tbe Italians. 

MR. RUSSELL ON THE BATTLE OF MALEGNAN. 

Mr. Russell, correspondent of the London 
Tunes, describes tbe battle of Malegnan as a very 
bloody affair, in which the French loss was large. 
He states tbe Austrian loss, in addition to 1,000 
prisoners, is not less than 4,000 killed aad 
wounded. 

ADDITIONAL DT THE ARABIA. 

[Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gaiette.] 

Baltimore, June 30. — A correspondent writing 
from Stutgardt says, the following are tbe prop- 
ositions lately submitted by tbe Prussian Envoy, 
Gen. Williaen, to Austria: First, Prussia de- 

mands from Austria that the military leadership 
ot German Powers, except the Austrian Contin- 
gent, shall be left exclusively to Prussia. Tbe 
federal army would, therefore, be in future a 
Prussian army, under Prussian commanders, 
ruLd by the Prussian King and the Prussian 
Minister of War. 

Second, Austria to concede to Prussia the per- 
manent presidency of the German Diet at Frank- 
fort, which was alternately held by Prussia and 
Austria. 

Third, Prussia in future to be represented by 
her Ambassadors, Consuls, and political agents 
in all the States of Germany, Austria excepted. — 
In tuture to be no Bavarian, Wurtemberg, Saxon, 
or Hanover Ambassador. 

Fourth, Austria to concede liberal re-organiza- 
tion of German Diet. 

Fifth, Prussia to conclude offensive and defen- 
sive alliance with Austria, on the same basis on 
which the federation between all Germanic States 
is now established. 

Sixth, Prussia to warrant to Austria her Italian 
pesseasions under condition that there must be 
established an Italian Lombardo- V'enetian King- 
dom, connected to Austria only by personal union. 
Austria to give up secret treaties with Italian 
powers. Austria to concede tbe establishment of 
Italian confederation. Austria to cede to Sar- 
dinia that part of Lombardy on the left baDk of 
the Ticino, which is inhabited by the so-called 
Sudditi Misti, to avoid further conflict with Sar- 
dinia. 

Now, if Austria accepts these really hard con- 
ditions, Prussia will warrant to her the posses- 
sions in Italy, that is to say, it will regard the 
incorporation of the Lorabardo-Venetian King- 
dam to Sardinia by the Emperor of France, as a 
casus belli against France, by King of Sardinia 
as a casus belli against Sardinia. 

The London Times correspondent says, though 
the United States declined being a party to Paris 
conference, I have good reason to believe ’hey 
will soon be admitted to the enjoyment of all its 
benefits, at least during tbe war. Tbe only point 
of objection on our part to the Paris conference, 
was the privateering question. A correspondence 
has been going on tor some weeks, which is likely 
to terminate by placing tbe United States on the 
same platform with England aad France as re- 
gards neutral rights, that is, neutral flags protect 
enemies' goods ; neutral goods protected in ene- 
mies’ vessels; no blockade except in presence of 
adequate force, all contraband goods excepted. 

REVOLUTION IN ECUADOR. 

[Correspondence of the New York Herald.] 

Washington, June 28.— Dispatches were receiv- 
ed to-day at the State Department, from our Min- 
isters in Chili, Peru and Ecuador. Quite a for- 
midable revolution bad brokeD out in Ecuador, 
which threatened to overthrow tbe present Gov- 
ernment. The aspect of affairs in Chili Dot ma- 
terially changed. The startling intelligence from 
Mexico has produced quite a sensation here. 

Tbe Administration are waiting with anxiety 
advices from our Minister. Tbe high-handed 
course pursued by Miramon and Zuloaga may ne- 
cessitate prompt decided action by Government, 
and make plenty of work tor a large naval force 
in tbe Gulf. 

Accident at Niaqara Falls— A Man Ovre the 
Bank. — We are informed, says the Rochester 
American, June 25, that at about e o’clock yester- 
day afternoon a gentleman, whose Dame was un- 
known, but who was supposed to "be from Ver- 
mont, walked off the bank at Niagara Falls, a 
short distance from tbe Suspension Bridge, not far 
from where tbe Maid ot the Mist takes her paaaen- 

S ers. Tbe unfortunate man was reading a letter. 

[e fell about 19 feet, and landed on a spot that is 
inaccessible except by means of ropes from above. 
It was supposed, when tbe 5:40 train started for 
this city, that he waa still alive, and a rumor was 
prevalent that Mods.

Position of the Austrian Army— A Penetrating 
Glance into the Future. 

[Correspondence of the l acton Courier ] 

London, June 13, 1859. 

The Austrians are defeated in a considerable 
battle. Tbe London Times declares them to be 
flying homewards, and advises them to submit, 
quoting the exampleof England’s former humil- 
iation in admitting tbe independence of the 
United States. Tbe Times judges with that an 
perficiality which is characteristic of Englishmen 
whenever they pretend to speak on military mat- 
ters or Continental politics. It is our opinion, 
that not only baa Austria not suffered any loss 
ot position worth speaking of, bat that with every 
step forward tbe French army loses in exactly 
the same proportion as the Austrian army gains 
in strength. 

In the first place, a defeat such as that of Ma- 
genta is in itself a school of victory. Any other 
armv under such a surprise, and with such losses, 
would have been utterly routed— it would be fly- 
ing homewards. We have looked in vain in the 
accounts of the battle, and what followed, for the 
alighest indication of anything like either flight 
on the part of the defeated or pursuit on the 
part of the victors. The Austrian army has 
stood the greatest trial which it is liBelv ever 
to have to stand, in such a tnannsr as to prove its 
invincibility. It is certain that Austria possesses, 
in that army, the material for carrying on the war 
as long at least as France. 

But, in addition to that material, position and 
the whole juncture of aff airs are so much in her 
favor, that we venture to predict that England 
will find herself very much disappointed if she 
thinks that the weight of her representations, 
persuasions, or threats, will have the slightest 
influence in diverting Francis Joseph from his 
premeditated course, which is, not to cede an 
inch of his Italian possessions to either France, 
Sardinia, or any other power in the world. We 
have the highest Austrian assurance for this de 
termination on the part of Francis Joseph. 

The Austrian army, as we expected from the 
beginning, will make its stand at Verona and 
Mantua. 

Mantua lies in a little lake (seven miles long 
and one in breadth,) formed by the river Mincio. 
The fortress is connected with the Und by two 
loDg narrow dams. On tbe north side tbe coun- 
try is covered with reeds, which reach to tbe foot 
of the citadel; the south aDd west sides are pro- 
tected bv marshes, which may easily be set under 
water. The outworks are strong. A little flotil- 
la covers the lake. E*en with the most mediocre 
defence the fortress could only be famished into a 
surrender. 

Verona extends over either bank of the Adige, 
and is surrounded by a line of strong forts, which 
change into a great fortified camp, capable of 
bolding from 50 to 70,000 men. Fourteen miles 
in advance of Verona, towards the allies, lies a 
third fortress. Peschiera, a kind of outwork of 
Verona, although by no means essential to its de- 
fence. It covers the right fiaok of tbe Austrians 
at Mantua, and helps to protect the defile of the 
Adige. The distance of Peschiera from Mantua 
is twenty-one miles, of Verona from Mantua 
about twenty-three miles. There is still a fourth 
fortress, forming a similar outwork of Mantua 
and Verona against the Adriatic, Legnano on the 
bend of the Aaige. 

Of the two principal fortresses, Mantua is the 
stronger one, Peschiera the stalegetically more 
important. Mantua and Peschiera defend the 
river Mincio; Verona is for both the central 
point, while blocking at the same time the valley 
of the Adige, as it leads up the Tyrolese Alp's. 
Mantua ami Peschiera alone would not prevent 
the enemy from passing the Mincto; hut with 
Verona in their back, the enemy is obliged to 
spend his whole force on the siege’ of either for- 
tress, which having fallen, Verona remains as 
strong as ever. The Austrian army, then, by 
making its stand, as undoubtedly it will do, anil 
did in 1329, at Verona, obliges the allies to entsr 
upon a difficult and long siege, which will by no 
means be second in its dimensions to that ot Se- 
bastopol. If successful, it will be at an enor- 
mous sacrifice. 

As long as that position is held by Austria she 
remairs mistress of all the country between the 
Adriatic and tbe Ticino, and whoever else may 
hold it, holds it at her sufferance. 

And what if she loses it? Is tbe war there- 
by finished? Austria has still behind her. for re- 
treat or to resume the offensive, the passes of the 



Alps aud her territory in Germany. 

\Ve are informed that a French fleet is going 
lo land on some point between Venice and 
Trieste, on the northwestern slope of the Adriatic. 

From tbe Isongo to the Savio, i. e. from the 
northernmost point of the Adriatic, to near Ra- 
venna, tbe shore forms a line of 166 miles in 
length. This whole line is protected by a strip 
of swamp land and lagunes of from five to ten 
miles in breadth. The whole country is inter- 
sected with dikes and canals. The harbors are 
mostly shallow, and not accessible to light crafts. 
It is, therefore, bv no means easy to effect the 
landing of any considerable force ou those coasts. 
On the other baud, considering their extent of 
line, and the general want of coast fortifications, 
and fiuallv the immense superiority of tbe French 
fleet, which is fifty times tbe force of the Austrian 
navy, it is by no means unlikely that a landing 
may be effected, and that a French force may 
spread over tbe whole Ver.itian territory, mav 
possibly take the city of Venice, giving new op- 
portunity for edifying lectures from the Times 
on the folly of Austrian obstinacy. 

But what of that? With all those supposed 
successes, the French fores will still not bave 
ent off' the Austrian army at Venice, as a look 
on the map will convince. Austria still lemains 
mistress of the position on either side, right and 
left. 

And now it will be seen that, as we stated in 
tbe beginning, every step forward augments the 
difficulties of the invading power, in the same 
degree as it increases the resources of the de- 
fence. 

The whole north of Austrian Italy is covered 
for a length of about three hundred miles by the 
Alps, which form a girdle of two hundred and 
titty miles in breadth, the general height of which 
is from five to eight thousand feet, reaching, 
however, on some points from ten to fourteen 
thousand leet. Towards tbe east and south those 
Alps are sloping down, but not before reaching 
the neighborhood of Illyria. 

Those Alps are broken by an extraordinary 
number of valleys and ravines; tbe most im- 
portant of the former being that of the Adige, the 
outlet of which is guarded by the fortress of Ve- 
rona. Besides the pass of the Adige, the most 
important are those of the Drave, Save, tbe Muhr, 
and the Inn. The three former would only be 
available for the offensive if tbe French "had 



another Italian army to spare for a diversion in 
force from the side ot Croatia and Hungary ; the 
last named is covered by the neutrality of Switzer- 
land. There remains, then, no practicable road 
for the invader except tbe pass of the Adige, pro- 
tected by that fatal stumbliog-block of Verona, 
and further up, step by st«p, by forts and tbe 
natural difficulties of the terrain, which allow the 
retreat to make a stand from station to sta'ioo, 
and to resume the offensive. 

Those, however, are but the strategical difficul- 
ties which would oppose themselves to reaping 
much advantage from even a capture of Verona, 
supposing that event was within the range of 
probability. Much more important still are those 
of a political nature. 

It has been seen that although it may be barely 
possible to defeat Austria outside of the territory 
of the German Confederacy, she cannot be forced 
into a peace excepting by being pursued within 
the territory of the German Diet. For Austria 
can only be actually conquered by making her 
surrender her portion of the Tyrol. 

But if Napoleon attempts that, he has to do 
with the whole of Germany. 

Now the French army amounts in round num- 
bers to about 600,000 men. That of all the Ger- 
man powers together to one million aod a half. — 
This time they are all agreed, prince and peasant. 
That enormous force would, in case ot emergency, 
be considerably augmented by thousands upon 
thousands of volunteers. 

If France will carry on the war against Aus- 
tria in such a manner as to lead to any results 
her present Italian army does not suffice. As 
it is at preseot, she may have 300,000 men to 
spare at the highest, for covering her long- 
stretched Germau frontier, while 5 to 600, OoO 
would be required to do it effectively. Those who 
dream of a repetition of the first Napoleon, have 
very vague ideaa of the state of the world then 
and now; of the manner of carrying on war then 
and now; of the fortifications of Germany and 
France respectively then and now; of the military 
efficiency and organization of either nation, then 
and now. 

Here, then, is the dilemma for Louis Napoleon 
—(for, in spite of all, that will be his name to the 
end, not Emperor Napoleon the Third), vix: either 
be makes war upon Austria efficiently, in wbich 
case he has to draw upon hie scanty defenses of 
the German frontier, while attacking tbe German 
Confederacy, wbich will end ia tbe fall of Paris 
— or else he remains stopped before tbe walls of 
Verona, in wbich case Austria remains effectuall - 
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tie— Incidents of the Oomjhct at Magenta.

He will find it 
more difficult to extricate himself from this scrape 
of the valley of the Po than once from the for- 
tress of Ham; and we take it as a fire* symptom 
of his returning sense that he is beating (as is 
reported with great iiselihood) hia personal re- 
treat to Paris, while beiDg still crowned with tbe 
laurels of Megenta. What is farther in store for 
his army will, he undoubtedly calculates, be at- 
tributed lo the unskilfulness ot bis generals, poor

The Emperor of Austria has left his head- 
quarters at Verona to lake command of the armv 
in person, with General Hess as Major Gener-.; 

A new conscription has been levied in Austria, 
which seems to imply that the boast that the 
whole nation was asking to volunteer, must have 
been a metaphor. Where the next grand battle 
will be fought it would be difficult to coojeeturv, 
it is hardly probable, however, that Francis Joaepu 
will allow the French and Sardinians to advaDco 
to the neigbboihood of the Mincio without offer 
ing them resistance. Tbe three monarchs wi»! 
soon siand in each other’s presence. 

A body of loo Austrians were cut off in the 
neighborhood of Lake Maggiore, as was expect* 1, 
by the rapid move of the F rench upou Milan and 
Canonica, and these men, to save themselves 
from capture, passed into Swiss territory, where 
they were sent into the interior, as is tbe custen; 

Thus we see that in ten days’ time tbe French 
and Sardinian armies marched from Ales* aod- > 
to Caaale, Vercelli, Novara. BuffaJora, Milan, the 
Adda and even beyond, driving before them, 
and beating in six battles, ao army certainly 
their equal in numbers, and whicb had had more 
than a month's le.sureto fix itaeli in position, a. l 
to prepare obstacles to the advance of its enemies 
Moreover it must be recollected that the attacking 
party had two difficult rivers to cro«s, which gave 
a great advantage to tbe retreating army. Con- 
sidering the size of the armies, ana tbe difficcl:/ 
of moving large bodies rapidly, the campaign 

thus far is one of the most brilliant in history. 

In view also of the universal health that prevails, 
the losses bave been large, for it cannot be ie^i 
on the Austrian side than 4*1,000 men, if weiii 
elude the last battles. Looking at the wide ex 
tent of country between the Sesia ard the Add ■ 
ardat the fact that 300,00" Austrians were in 
eluded therein, we think that every one must a,, 
mit that to clear that space within a period often 
days constitutes a veritable rou;, and establishes 
the true value of the contending forces. Another 
equally wide space lies between the Adda and 
the Mincio, and who will dare say it will requira 
another ten days to clear this one ? 

What then are we to think of the Austrian journ- 
als and their man Friday, the London Times, 
whicb, eight days after the battle of Magenta', 
claim that immense feat ot arms as a skirmish 
as an undecided affair, aa an event almost without 
importance to Austria* We expected falsehood* 
and specious arguments from tbe Austrian gen 
erais and Austrian journals, but the pretentious 
London Times * 

A Belgian journal, printed at Cbarieroir, puh 
lisbes a dispatch sen: to it from Vienoa, and 
which has been sent ail over Germany, and Tut 
key as well, which claims that ibe battle of Ma*en 
ta resulted in the total detest of tbe French and 
Sardinians, who were forced to recross the Tic:

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The Journal on Magoffin. 

Tbe Louisville Journal of yesterday produced 
what tbe editor considered a formidable array 
of testimony to show that tbe Hon. Beriah Ma- 
goffin is not sound on tbe slavery question. Tbe 
Lexington Observer A Reporter, tbe Frankfort 
Commonwealth, and tbe Georgetown Journal, 
were introduced as witnesses to help tbe Louis- 
ville Journal to prove that Magoffin is opposed to 
tbe protection, by Congress, of slavery in theTer- 
ri lories under any circumstanoee, and that he is 
a straight-out non-interventionist, under any and 
all circumstances; that he would, in a few words, 
rather go to war with sword, and musket, and 
eaDoon, and shell, for protection, than to ask such 
a thing of Congress. 

It happens that the testimony produced by the 
editor of the Journal to make out his charge is of 
an unreliable character. The witnesses are all of 
that unfortunate class of individuals denounced 
by tbe Hon. Joshua F. Bell, in whose behalf they 
are introduced, as enemies to civil liberty, and 
suborners of tbe judiciary. They are Bell’s wit- 
nesses, and can’t be allowed to make out an 
affirmative case against Magoffin. And as Bell 
himself has denounced them a* corrupters of tbe 
pure fountain of justice, Magoffin’s friends will 
not be expected to place confidence in their state- 
ments. 

On tbe subject of protection to slavery in the 
Territories, Magoffin has committed his views to 
writing, and the manuscript has been published 
in every paper in the State. We would, there- 
fore, rather rely upon bis own written statement, 
than the opinions of those who go to hear him 
speak, and listen to him with ears as wide open 
for what be does not say, as were those of the 
tabled Fama in search of things that never trans- 
pired. Tbe following are Magoffin’s own words 
upon this subject, and we, ourselves, have heard 
him say pretty much tbe same, both upon the 
stump and in private conversation ; 

•‘That Congress has the power to protect while 
It cannot prohibit slavery in the Territories; that 
tbe Territorial Legislature, as its agent, cannot 
exclude or abolish slavery, directly or indirectly, 
by unfriendly legislation; that such legislation is 
void, and would be declared unconstitutional by 
tbe Federal courts; that it is the duty of the Terri- 
tonal Legislature to protect slave property, SDd 
property of all kinds; that the rights of property 
of ail kinds are under the protection of the govern 
ment, tbe Constitution and the laws; that our 
rights and remedies seem to be now complete in 
the Territories, and nothing has occurred to show 
their inadequacy; that the Democratic party has 
brouebt us to ibis position of safety against all 
the efforts of the Opposition, entertaining differ- 
ent opinions on the subject, and forming combi- 
nations to destroy it; tbat the struggles and vic- 
tories over other parties have clearly shown that 
ours is the only party capable of protecting our 
rights, or guarding them in tbe future; and if it 
should be necessary to pass laws to enforce thede 
crees of the judiciary, or even to call out troops, 
that it would be tbe duty of tbe government to do 
BO." 

Here, then, Mr. Magoffin distinctly avows: 1 st, 
that Congress bss tbe power to protect slavery 
in the Territories; 2 d, that it has no power to pro- 
hibit; 8 i, that a Territorial Legislature has no 
power, directly or indirectly, to exclude or abol- 
ish it; 4tb, tbat any unfriendly or hostile legiela 
tion on tbe part of a Territorial Legislature against 
slavery, would be unconstitutional and void; 5 tb, 
that it is the duty of a Territorial Legislature to 
protect slavery; 6 th, “and if it should be necessary 
to past laws to enlorce tbe decrees of tbe Judi- 
ciary, or even to call out troops, tbat it would be 
the duty of tbe Government to do so." 

If, then, the above is not a strong protection 
platform, we do not understand it. The only 
difficulty grows out of the last sentence, and we 
oontend that a fair interpretation of that sets 
forth as much protection as any reasonable man 
could desire. For instance, the Supreme Court 
bee4*otded that slaves are property in the Terri- 
tories, and so recognized by the Constitution, and 
tbat the owner is entitled to the protection of hie | 
rights. This, then, is s decree of the Judicisry, 
end Mr. Magoffin says that he is for the passage 
of lawa. whenever necessary, for carrying out this 
decree. If, therefore, the Territorial Legislature 
were to refuse protection to slave property, the 
neoestity would arise, and then Mr. Magoffin’a 
law*, to be passed by Government, would be de- 
manded. Of course, these lews could only be 
passed by the Legislative department of Govern 
ment. and as tbe Territorial Legislature would 
then have refused to act, Corgreas would be the 
only legislative power to act in the case. 

Bat Mr. Magoffin ie not only in favor of the 
passage of these protective laws by Congress 
when tbe necessity arises. He is in favor of call- 
ing ont troepa to enforce the decrees of the Judi- 
ciary. If, then, tbe Territorial Legislature fails 
to protect sieve owners in the.r Constitutional 
righto, and the Courts there cannot remedy tbe 
•vil, and Congress fails by peeceable means to 
bring about justice, Mr. Magoffin would appeal to 
armed troops to guard and protect the Southerner 
in bis righto ao a citizen of tbio country. He 
would, in other words, enlist the powers ©! the 
Federal Government, including the Legislative, 
Judiciarv, and Executive department, each acting 
in its proper sphere, to make the Southerner a 
true citizen of tbe United States by placing him 
upon a footing with bia slaves in tbe Territories 
equal to tbat of tbe Yankee with bia clocks. 

It eeema to us, therefore, tbat Mr. Magoffin is 
about as strong a protectionist as the strongest; 
and while ho entertains snch views, it matters 
not what may be his notions about non-interven- 
or what opinions tbe Opposition may at 
tributs to him upon intervention or non-interyen- 
tion. 

Holt and Mallory.

did not denounce Mr. Everett or Mr. Winthrop, 

about whoee reputation tbe Journal ie concerned, 
and who now act with tbe Democracy, — but did 
expressly Wilson and Hale, and tbat gang of 
treasonable fanatics, whom tbe Journal falsely 
styles Democrats, and to whom it was willing to 
transfer the Know Nothing party of Kentucky, 
by a union involving no sacrifice of principle on the 
part of either. The Journal puts iu Col. Holt’, 
mouth an attack ob Southern Whigs, when he re- 
iterated again and again that they had stood Bide 
by side with the Democracy in every contest in 
resisting Northern aggression. 

It is true that Mr. Holt reviewed the early 
course of Mr. Fillmore with severity, shewing 
tbat be was forced on the Slaughter House Con- 
vention, in which Mallory helped to murder 
Clay, because he had been a thorougb-going 
aoti-.laven man; but be said also, that, as to tbe 
peat, be would not say one word against Mr. Fill- 
more, because of tbe fact that he did sign the 
Fugitive Slave Law. Another long article reviles 
Col. Holt because he would support Douglas if 
nominated by the Charleston Convention. But 
woo doubts that the platform of tbat Convention 
will contain all the guarantees of slavery that 
the most devoted Southerner esn desire, and that 
its nominee must stand square upon that plat- 
form* 

Tbe Journal claims in another three-quarte r 
column trticle, on Wednesday, to have shown that 
Col. Holt attempted to prove that every Southern 
man, who is not a Democrat, is an Abolitionist. 
He attempted to prove no such thing, but especi- 
ally disclaimed any such idea, courteously ad- 
mitting the patriotism of his opponents, but 
showiog how, if they followed their present per- 
nicious teachers, tbeir course would lead to 
equally injurious results. 

The Journal thinks Col. Holt slings out wildly 
and leaves himself open to tbe return attack Such 
was not the general opinion of those who heard the 
discussion at JeffersoDtown. Col. Holt spent 
some time in reading from letters of Mr. Clay, 
and every word seemed to strike Mr. Mallory to 
the heart. It was merciless in Col. Holt, and his 
opponent writhed as “this indictment’’ by the 
old statesman was read. There wus an indictment 
for you. None of your indictments which fall 
through for want of certainty, but the charge bf 
betrayal set forth with an appalling clearness 
that convicted as well as charged. 

We do not care to discuss the question of Mr. 
John Bell’s patriotism with the Journal. Col. 
Holt holds the common opinion of Southern men 
and tbe majority of Tennesseeans, that John Bell 
was not fit to represent a Southern constituency. 
For holding this opinion, he is violently dencunc- 
ed by the Journal; but John Bell is politically 
dead and damned for h s betrayal of tbe rights 
of tbe S outb in her hour of need. “So much for 
Buckingham!’’ 

Lastly, tbe Journal assails Col. Holt because, 
when the Constitution of California was submitted 
for ratification with a clause prohibiting slavery, 
which Constitution was made by a convention, 
whose president and one-third of whose members 
were Southerners, and the vote on the ratification 
in San Francisco was about 2,700 for, and five 
against. Col. Holt was not one of the five. Mr. 
Mallory theoretically says he would have been one 
of the Jive. Would Col. Holt’s critic have been 
another? The Journal is well aware tbat there 
was no discussion on the point, and no negroes 
in California at tbe time, and that the attempt to 
make au issue of it is a humbug. 

But where was Mr. Mallory all this time that 
the Journal devotes all of its attention to Col 
Holt's speech? One would suppose he was not 
there to defend bimself. He was there with a bad 
headache as he announced, and be left with a bad 
hear tache we fear. Mr. Mallory, we have no de 
tire to make you feel worse than you did, but 
dear friend, speaking is not your forte. -Go 
home, leave your cause to the Louisville Journal, 
which will confute all the arguments your op- 
nent never made, and prove false all the facts he 
never stated. This, with a little wholesome 
hurrah to Sam, may do you some good. We have 
nothing to say against your speech at Jefferson- 
town, for there was nothing In it. 

Cast out the Beam out of thine own Eye 

The editor of the Louisville Journal is making 
a great fuss about the different interpretations 
which he says Democrats put upon the declara- 
tions of the Hon. Beriah Magoffin on the slavery 
question, as connected with the Territories. We 
know of but one Democratic paper in the State 
that tubes open grounds against Mr. Magoffin, 
and construes bis language contrary to all gram- 
mars and dictionaries, and we know of no D«mo- 
cratic candidate upon the stump who does not 
substantislly coincide with Mr. Magoffin in bis 
published views upon the subject of protection 
to slavery in the Territories by Congress when- 
ever such protection shall be necessary. 

But the editor of the Journal is the last man 
who ought to talk about a disagreement among 
Democrats and their candidates on the subject of 
tbe power of Congress over slavery in tbe Terri- 
tories. The editor bimself puts one interpreta- 
tion on the resolution in his own platform, touch- 
ing this subject, and one portion of the committee 
who drafted tbat resolution give it another con- 
struction, while another part of the same com- 
mittee construe it differently. Here is the reso- 
lution in question : 

Co-operation or union, by the Opposition "of 
Kentucky, is now and forever utterly undesirable 
and impossible with any pariy or persons who 
seek by the action of the Federal Government, 
through any of its departments, to interfere with 
the institution of slavery, and we declare that we 
can have no affiliation whatever with disunionists 
or Abolitionists. 

Now, the editor of the Journal says that this 
resolution means that Congress shall not inter- 
fere to establish or to prohibit slavery when a 
Territorial Government ia organized. Here are 
his own words : 

“The resolution in question, so far as applica- 
ble to slavery iu the Territories, was iuteudsd 
simply to condemn tbe policy of interfering to es- 
lablisn or proaitm the institution.” 

On the contrary, the Hon. S. S. Nicholas, who 
was s member of tbe committee tbat drafted the 
resolution, and whospeaksfor Ex Chief Justice 
Robertson, another member of the committee, savs 
tbat be understood the resolution to mean tbat Con 
gresa should either eetabheh or prohibit slavery 
in the organic set establishing a Territorial Gov- 
ernment. Here are Judge Nicholas’ own words: 
“Judge Robertson and myself had not ouly 
vindicated the power of Congress to settle tbe 
question of slavery in tbe Territories, but I had 
gone further, and insisted upon it as an impor- 
tant duty of Congress to interfere, and either es- 
tablish or prohibit slavery at tbe initiation of 
every Territorial Government.” 

We think, therefore, that the editor of tbe Jonr. 
nsl had better settle this discrepa ncy between 
himself and his friends, before he says anv more 
about disagreements among the Democracy. 
And, while he is preparing to reconcile his inter- 
pretation of the resolution in question, with that 
of those who drafted it, we hope he will ponder 
over the following words from the Bible : 

“Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye, and then sbalt thou see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy brother’s eye.” 

Guthrie lc Missouri— Senator Greene on Protection 
A long, well written and interesting letter from 
Gocbe’s Mill, which we regret not having space 
for in full, closes with the following paragraph: 

I see tbat the Guthrie ball, whienyou set in mo- 
tion for the Presidency, rolls on well.

Guthrie has trienda everywhere, and very 
many in this State. Senator Greeoe made an ef- 
fective speech in Jefferson City a few days ago.

in other words, mere power than Congress which 
creates it. He denounces squatter sovereignty in 
the strongest terms. He is for protection, and 
will accept no other interpretation of the Cincin- 
nati platform and the Dred Scott decision

The Society ot the Carbonari, (meaning liter- 
ally coat burners) bare been the instigators of 
anu the active participants in every movement 
made in benall of the freedom of Italy, 
dai lug the recent century. The last public dem 
o>. eu at on ot tbe Society occurred in loAl. since 
wtitcu lime it was supposed to have dissolved. 
Me uly , however, be Cai bun an are still existing 
a* a irateruity in many parts of Italy, and 
lb UMuda i f it, nld members, true to its leading 
UHiie. and couacieti lously bound by its oaths, are 
a i-e L uis N apoleon joined this society with 
bia brother la 1680. 

One of lire oaths of tbe Csrbooari is as follow* : 
*’I also swear never to divulge the secrets of the 
society, and io labor dav ana night tor the extir- 
pnttoa o! tyrants; and f consent, it I peijare my- 
•e! . i suom.it to tbe punishment of death by 
£o; ion.” 

It will be seen that the coup d'etat, and the 
Wfi.i t uj-i quio! cn.eei o! Louts Napoleon hsve 
lee , to iisgraol violation ©I his pi dge* as s mem- 
ber of the Carbooari. iieuce, it is said, the re 
p-sated itLteiapts at hie assassiunlion, in all of 
which it is a amgul «r tact lhat Italians have been 
the cuu-l participants Hut ii is equally alogu ar, 
that »u.Cc the death of Orsuil these allempis have 
not been renewed. In explanation ot this tact, we 
have had statements from fan* to tbe eflet t that 
th* Eiuper *r hai a secret interview with Orsiui, 
betw een his condemnation and oealb, in which the 
prisoner predicted the absolute certainty ot the 
Ltnperur’e death by assassination, as a penalty 
ot his perjured oatus in behalf of Italian indepen- 
dence 'Ve learu that an intelligent Bostoniau, 
Dow resident lu Paris, say s that this atiedged in- 
terview is generally credited in well informed 
cucles, and also the further statement that Louis 
Napoieou, in the most eulema manner, assured 
Orel'. i that be would thenceforward devote him- 
self to the work ot dtiivermg Italy from foreign 
matters, and begged the dyiug conspirator to 
eomtnunicate tbe icsolve io his coadjutors in Ita- 
ly Waatever troth there may be in the report, 
it U certainly rendered probable by tbe remarka- 
ble aosence of conspirators against tbe Emperor’s 
life since last tune, and by tbe whole progress 
thus tarot tbe Italian war. If there be substan- 
tial reality id the accounts, it assures tbe impos- 
sibility ot Louis Napoleon's aggrandizing himself 
at tae expense of toe Italian people. A thousand 
X*en eyes are now upon every Btep be takes— and 
a thousand hands at his side by day, and m bis 
damp by night, are ready to apply the dagger at 
the least sign of recreancy or faltering iu tbe 
great Garbouaro now on probation. It be suc- 
ceeds, the meed ol gratitude and the utmost ex- 
tent of moral influence will be conceded to him 
by the Italian people. But tbe badges of actual 
government over tbe peninsula Cau never press 
his brow, except to mark him as the sure victim 
of ■ worn revenge —Button Jo urnal.

Ths Disasixrs roa the Past Six Months — In 
tbe Courier yestsrday we lurnisbed a condensed 
list of the serious disasters on the western waters 
during the previous six months. The list was 
made wholly from tbe Courier, aud possibly a 
number was omitted. 

By an examination it appears that the classifi- 
cation includes thirteen disasters on tbe upper 
Mississippi, lourteen on tbe lower Mississippi, 
nineteen on the Ohio (tbe most of which were 
boats burned at Pittsburgh), two in Cumberland, 
two in Green river, six in the Arkansas, seven in 
Red river, aud only two in the Missouri. The 
list, howeTer, embraces four Missouri river boats 
lost. Tbe collision in the lower Ohio between 
the Charley Bowen and Silver Star was omitted 
in our report. The damage was trivial.

Mw York, July l.-The Mr. E. H. Smith, of 
wall street, whob« name appears among the vic- 
tims ot the disaster of the Michigan Southern , 
Railroad, was porter of the Marine bank, about 
80 years old.

ior sale, in view of the heavy damages in which 
tbe company are likely to be involved by tbe se- 
rious accident at Adrain, at a time when it is 
least able to pay them. Chicago and Rock Island 
was among the steadiest of the list, beiDg spar- 
ingly offered at 58%. Illinois Central continues 
to improve, and is selling to-day at 62% cash, and 
62% — seller 30 days. There was very little 
change in railroad bonds. Tbe State stocks are 
more freely ottered, and Missouri and Tennessee 
8’s are again lower. The day is a busy one in 
the money market, more so, perhaps, than at any 
time of the past year. The banks and private 
banking houses have quite a. lively appearance, 
aud a large amount of money will change hands 
before the close of the week. 

The Saxons, for Hamburg, took $100,000 ?n 
specie oa freight. The steamers Ocean Queen aud 
Kangaroo, for Europe to-morrow, will take in 
specie $1, 300,000. 

The Experimental Air Voyage. 

St. Louis, July 1. — The first grand experimen- 
tal air voyage to the seabord, took place from 
Washington square this evening. .Professors 
Wise, l.auiouniain, and Gager having made a 
successful ascension, iu the mammoth balloon At- 
lantic at forty minutes past six o’clock. 

The lutluiion was witnessed by thousands of 
citizens. The square, outside the enclosure, was 
thronged with excited spectators. Wm. Hyde, 
reporter of the Republican, accompanied the «ero- 
nuuts, but should h:s weight prove an obstruc- 
tion to tbe passage of tbe balloon, he will be land- 
ed at a favorable point, and this course will be 
repeated, if Deceasary to the accomplishment of 
tbe end to view, until all the parties excepting 
one, together with the boat, are landed — Wise 
being determined to reach the Atlantic coast if 
such a thing be possible. 

A package, containing letters, St. Louis papers 
and western exchanges, was sent by the United 
States Express, which will be forwarded to their 
agent in New York from whatever place the aero- 
nauts alight. They are expected to reach some 
point on the seaboard between 9 aud 12 o’clock 
to morrow. 

Mr. Brooks, the Manager of the St. Louis Mu- 
seum, preceded tbe main party a few minuets in 
bis balloon Comet, designing to accompany the 
Atlantic a short distance aud to return iu the 
morning. Tbe weather is favorable. The bal 
loon took a direction towards Lake Erie, but 
when last seen was pursuing a ceuisc almost due 
east. 

From Washington. 

Washington, July 1. — Captain Van Vliet, U. 8. 
assistant Quarter Master has submitted to tbe 
War Department a reply to the charges recently 
preferred against him for alleged misconduct in 
connection with the purchase of mules for the 
army, and the Secretary of War, after mature 
deliberation of the same, has decided that the 
explanations aud testimony render any further 
uut:ce of the charges unnecessary. 

The Post Master General has ordered of G. F. 
Xesbit of New \ ork, contractor, one million 
stamped envelopes with the new self-sealing im- 
provement. They will be furnished to the pub- 
lic at five cents per hundred more than are 
charged for tbe present patterns. 

The statement contained iu a letter from Fioyd, 
and extensively published, charging the Secre- 
tary of War with bung personally interested in 
the contracts with Holliday and others for sup- 
plying flour to the troops in Utah, i" wholly des- 
titute of truth. . The arrangement for this service 
was made iu the regular course of business after 
advci tisemeat, with the proper officer, and by 
which tbe contract with the former was made so 
that at feast $lu0,0U0 are saved to the Govern- 
ment.

The meeting, by an unanimous 
vote, duected tbe commissioner to open tbe books 
fur subscriptions for stock.
